the board of directors.

OTTAWA, Nov. 23.—Neither Hon. 
W. R. Motherwell nor any other of- 
ficial of the department of agricul- 
ture has received any intimation that 
the legislation for the removal of the 
embargo against Canadian cattle will 
not be introduced during the present 
British parliament, it was stated at 
the department today in reply to 
sjuestions based upon a sabled report 
that the bill would not be proceeded 
with. 

Duncan Marshall, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture remained in Lon- 
don when the gther members of Can- 
ada's representation left for home, in 
order to keep in touch with develop- 
ments and inform the government 
here if there was to be any deviation 
from the program laid down during 
the recent conferences. Thus far no 
hint has been received either from 
Mr. Marshal! or the ‘high commission- 
er's office of the plans of the British 
government having been changed in 
regard to bringing down the bill and 
providing for the removal of the em- 
bargo as agreed to.

He said the jobless demanded 
thirty shillings a week for a man and 
his wife and an amount for rent up 
to fifteen shillings if ‘necessary, ad@- 
ings “And We are going to gct it. If 
we don't get it ins’ of this chamber, 
we shall get it outside of this cham-

So Declares Attorney-General in 
Famous Blanche Garneau 
Case

QUEBEC. Nov. 23.—Three sworn 
statements that one of the men origin- 
ally charged with the murder of 


Blanche Garneau, a young Quobec 
girl, two years ago, but acquitted bya 
Jury after a sensational trial, had ad- 
mitted that he had actually committed 
the crime, were produced before the 
royal commission here this afternoon. 

Roaul Binet, according to state- 
ments made in 8t. Vincent De Paul 
penitentiary es recently as the end of 
January this year, by three convicts, 
companions of Binet in the jail, not 
only confessed to the murder of 
Blanche Garneau, but promised he 
would laso kill his own wife as soon as 
he waa liberated. 

The affidavits, with a most emphatic 
denial by the deputy attorney general 
of the province of Quebec, Charies 
Lanctot that he or any of his officers 
had ever attempted to ehield or pro- 
tect anyone in the Blanche Garneau 
case, were outstanding features of to- 
day's semion of the royal commission, 
which is investigating whether or not 
the attorney general's department did 
all it could do to find the real murder- 
ers of the Quebec girl.

More Freedom of 

The system of election, without 
wards, he said makes necessary some 
Organization that can speak for, ad- 
vise and represent the various dis- 
tricts, and many a man, influenced by 
what is necessary for the happiness 
and well being of his wife and child- 
ren, will talk and act with a commun- 
ity league, whereas in the downtown 
Organization he is overawed by his 
more wealthy or more pronounced as- 
sociates. 

“I believe that the source of supply 
for our various municipal boards 
would be better from community leag- 
ues than from distinct class organiza- 
tions,” he said. “The control of play- 
grounds, the development of parka, 
even advice on public expenditures, all 
these are proper epheres of influence 
for the community league.” 

In expression his appreciation of the 
Parkdale league for the invitation and 
the opportunity to speak he remark- 
ed: “Only three times in two years 
have I been invited anywhere in the 


capacity of ex-mayor, and two of these 
occasions were social fuhctions held 
by the Salvation Army.” ‘You do not 
use the ability and experience of your 
ex-mayors enough in this city,” he

Taxing Utility Surplus 

On the subject of taxation, Mr. 
Clarke was very emphatic in pointing 
out the absurdity of taking utility sur- 
pluses to reduce taxation on vacant 
land. “Under what rhyme, reason, ex- 
cuse or subterfuge.” he demanded, 
“should we take the surplue from our 
street railway or electric light and use 
that to reduce the amount of taxes 
levied on vacant land,” adding that 
this process actually increases the cost 
of these utilities and depreciates the 
value of any business, adjoining, or 
even near such vacant spaces, Taxes 
on utilities should be charged to the 
users of those utilities and taxes on 
land, to those owning the land, was his 
contention.

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No Oause For Regret 


The conference between the 
Dominion Government and repre- 
sentatives of the Governments of 
the three prairie provinces regard- 
ing the administration of the nat- 
ural resources seems to have de- 
veloped into a difference. When 
it was over Premier King said the 
parties concerned had ‘‘got closer 
together’’ in his opinion, whatever 
that meant, but that no basis of 
agreement had been reached. It 
had, however, been found that the 
three provinces had not, identical 
views or interests, and that an ar- 
rangement could hardly be looked 
for on a basis common to all of 
them. It would probably not be 
far astray to surmise that if the 
question is not farther from a set- 
tlement than it was it is no nearer. 
And that a resumption of negotia- 
tions at an early date is rather 
doubtful, 

That may not be a reason for re- 
gret. It certainly is not under 
present circumstances, nor while 
present conditions exist. It is to 
be supposed that if the provinces 
obtain eentrot*of the remaining 
resources they will have to forfeit 
a portion of the cash subsidy now 
paid them in lieu of the privilege 
of exploiting the land, timber and 
minerals for revenue: They could 
certainly not obtain the resources 
and also continue to draw the pres- 
end subsidies without the other 
provinces raiding Ottawa for a 
proportionate increase in the 
grants which they draw from the 
federal treasury. A stampede of 
that kind is not something the 
federal government is likely to in- 
vite, for already the debt charges 
and expenses of government are 
more than the national revenue 
amounts to. And such a general 
demand for money—with the in- 
cidental but inevitable bickerings 
between the nine provinces— 
would be very likely to tie up the 
whole question of resources: in- 
definitely. In point of fact this 
threatened demand from the other 
provinces for a readjustment of 
their financial terms with the 
Dominion has been a bar from the 
first toward any change in the 
fiscal relations between the Dom- 
inion and the prairie provinces. It 
is hardly possible that such @ 
change could be made without 
precipitating a protest from the 
others unless in exchange for the 
control of the resources these 
thrap provinces gave up a good 
part of the cash they now receive 
annually from Ottawa. 

Under present conditions a dol- 
lar in hand is worth a good many 
in resources. That fact is patent 
all over the west. People in town 
and country alike are ‘‘land 
poor’? They hace more resources 
than they can pay taxes on, and 
cannot turn them into cash. School 
lands which were sold by the Dom- 
inion a few years ago are being 
taken back in large amounts be- 
wause the purchasers cannot meet 
the instalments on the purchase 
price. Farm land and city pro- 
perty is not saleable at anything 
more than a nominal valuation. In 
city and country a large propor- 
tion of property is in arrears for 
taxes. So much of it in fact that 
the government of this province 
has had to extend the period of 
grace allowed to owners of f-rm 
land whose holdings were sold at 
tax sales last fall, and correspond- 
ing measures are no doubt neces- 
sary: in Saskatchewan and Man- 
itoba. If the provincial govern- 
ments were relying on the sale or 
leasing of land and other re- 
sources for revenue at the present 
time they would be in’a position 
very similar to that of the private 
land-owner, and similar to that of 
this city, which for years has been 
trying to sell lots taken over for 
non-payment of taxes and has 
found at the end of each year that 


a te more lots on hand than at 
e y 

It may be that when times are 
flush, when a real estate boom is 
on, when capital is eagerly seck- 
ing investment in development en- 
terprises, Alberta could extract 
more money in a year out of the 
resources than it now gets from 
the Dominion treasury. But there 
have not been many years since 
the province was established when 
boom. conditions prevailed: Over 


70 | most of that period there has been 


a weak demand for land and other 
Tesources such as exist in this and 
the other prairie provinces—al- 
together too weak a demand to 
make it good business for the 
provincial government to forfeit 
thy cash subsidy or a large part of 
it Tor the privilege of exploiting 
pioneering enterprise. Taking the 
most hopeful view it is not likely 
that land and other resources will 
advance in market value rapidly 
and in the near future. Rather 
there is to be looked for a gradual 
rise in values, in proportion as 
development proceeds—and there- 
fore in proportion as there is no 
financial penalty imposed upon 
those who undertake to bring an 
idle resource into use. Whatever 
may be the case in the distant 
future, for the present and for 


some time to come this and the | 


other prairie provinces are prob- 
ably better off because the Ottawa 
conference broke dewn. Because 
of that they will continue to re- 
ceive the handsome cheques from 
Ottawa that they have been receiv- 
ing in past years, instead of hav- 
ing to rely upon the sale or lease 
of resources that nobody wants. 


Keeping Things Separate. 

Chicago boasts a leader of the 
communist party who is also a mil- 
lionaire.
